LILIES 


@ Where to plant filies ? 

Lilies ove to have their heads 
in the sun, but their feet shaded 
by dwarf shrubs or perennials. 
They are fine for the border or 
in front of shrubbery. 

@ What kind of soii? 

Lilies require a soil rich in hu- 
mus, porous with old decayed 
manure. 

@ How deep should we plant lilies? 
Most filies produce stem-roots, 
therefore plant them 5—6 inches 
deep. 

@ Should they remain in the soil 7 
Yes, if left undisturbed for years, 
they increase in vigor, producing 
more flowers year after year. 

@ How te grow lilies in pots ? 
Use rather deep pots to promote 
the development of stemroots. 
Use a rich, but porous soil-mix- 
ture. Place the pots in a trench 
outdoors and when the shoots 
are 6 inches tong place pots in 
a cool room and water regularly. 
Give them plenty of fresh air.
